TORONTO, Canada.—In sessions 
recently conc/uded the Legislatures 
of three Canadian provinces took 
definite action to reduce their mem- 
bership upon the expiration of prv- 
sent terms, and others laid the 
groundwork for similar action in 
the future. Nova Scotia is cutting 
its Legislature from 41 to 30, Sas- 
katchewan from 63 to 55, and Bri- 
tish Columbia at 47 will be one mem- 
ber. smaller. The total therefore, w 
twenty, and the saving in sessional 
indemnities will be about 40,000 a 
year in all. :
